The outbreak of war had led to increased 
overhead charges on retailers, and additional 
burdens were placed without any correspond- 
ing increase in price to the public by the 
advance in the cost of sugar. This position, 
however, could not be long maintained, par- 
ticularly with increased income tax and the 
foreshadowed rise in the rates.

Death of an Olympic Champion 


While, naturally enough, no distinctions 
can be made in war time, it is tragic to 
reflect on the number of world-famous 
athletes who are losing their lives in the 
Russian invasion of Finland. For many 
years now the Finns have taken complete 
control of the long-distance running, and 
from the days of Pavo Nurmi, who was 
the first of their world-beaters, some 
fifteen years ago. More recently Nurmi’s 
times have , been, with one exception, 
beaten by his countrymen, and so superior 
were the Finns to the rest of the world 
that the majority of the times established 
from a mile upwards were seconds better 
than anyone else could accomplish. As 
the athlete, with his high physical 
development, probably makes the best 
soldier, it is not surprising, unfortunately, 
that the ranks of the great Finnish 
runners have been sadly depleted, and 
the latest to figure in the casualty lists 
is an Olympic’ champion, unnar 
Hoeckert, who came in first in the 10,000 
metres at Berlin in 1936. A tall, strongly- 
built man, like the majority of the 
Finnish runners, Hoeckert held the 
world’s record for two miles, his time 
being six seconds better than tho British 
best, set up by Jack Lovelock. World 
athletics will be the poorer for the loss 
of these men.

This survey 
showed that one-third of the total population 
of the world was Christian, or out of a 
total population estimated at 2,100,000,000 
there were 718,000,000 Christians. The 
Christian lation was confined mainly to 
Europe and the Americas, but a close 
examination of the statistics in respect of 
these so-called Christian countries showed 
that only from ten to fifteen per cent. could 
be described as effect, e Christians. In 
England alone it was estimated that from 
17 to 20 per cent we outside all organised 


religion. These people were not antagonistic 
to the Church 2 indifferent to the 
high principles of the Gospel, for 
they could not altogether escape the 


the Christian influence in virtually everything 
with which they were in contact. They were 
utterly indi ferent to the fact whether the 
Church lived or died and contributed nothing 
to it, They simply were not evangelised. 


ANTI-GOD TEACHING 


In regard to Russian, Canon Hyde said 
that they received conflicting reports of the 
Church in the Soviet Union. All those 
reports were not true, but they had to come 
to the conclusion that all was not well with 
the Church of God in that country. Anti- 
God teaching had had a devastating effect 
upon the Orthodox Church. The Russians 
themselves referred to their propaganda as 
*‘anti-God,’’ which he interpreted as not 
necessarily meaning that they said there was 
no God, but that, perhaps. recognising that 
there was a God, they were against God. 
In that country priests had been shot, and 
churches had been destroyed or converted 
into buildings for secular purposes. In short, 
there would seem to have been a retreat in 
an area once fairly well occupied by 
Christians. That did not mean that 
Christianity had been wiped out. It was too 
soon to * to what extent the Orthodox 
Church in Russia would survive the drastic 
persecution, but they were convinced that 
the Church would survive, and what appeared 
to be a retreat would be turned into an 


advance. 
Speaking of conditions in Germany, Canon 
Hyde said that in that country in the past 


six years a new and complex situation had 
arisen in the Church. Christians in Germany 
were bearing their persecution, and were not 
quiescent. The Church there would never 
capitulate. He had spoken to a great many 
German pastors in the past twelve months, 
and they were convinced that they would win 
through. They went as far as to say that

The survey showed that there had been a 
decrease of 527 in the number of foreign 
missionaries, but against this it was en- 
couraging to find that the number of 
ional missionaries or people working 
in missionary work on behalf of the young 
church had definitely increased. Moreover, 
while contributions ail the older churches 
to the missions amounted in one year to 
£6,187,689, the amount contributed by the 
younger churches was £5,747,557, or only 
about a quarter of a million less. 

The Rev. Caaon J. K. L. Oulton, Regius 
Professor of Divinity, who presided, expressed 
the Provost's regret at being unable to be 
present. The Provost would have liked, he 
said, to attend, both for a general reason and 
for the fact that that was the first occasion 
on which those lectures had been held under 
the title of the Godfrey Day Memorial 
Lectures. Those who had known the late 
Primate would require no other memorial 
than the yer. = of his personality; but 
time passed quickly and another generation 
would w up, and it was right that they 
should have t lectures in memory of a 
great missionary-minded bishop—one who had 
such a special sympathy with the young life 
of the Church. 


DR, D. J. COFFEY 


IMPENDING RETIREMENT 


Dr. D. J. Coffey, President of University 
College, Dublin, will retire within the next 
few months, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the statute overning the tenure 
of his office. He has been invited by the 
Governing Body to remain in office until the 
autumn, but has expressed his intention to 
retire in the usual way. 

Dr. Coffey began his medical career at the 
Catholic University Medical School, Cecilia 
Mtreet* Dublin, in 1884, where in due time 
he was appointed Professor of Physiology. 
Afterwards he became a Fellow of the Royal 
University and Dean of the Faculty. e 
worked in University laboratories in Mar- 
burgh, Leipzig, Madrid and Louvain, and 
from 1 was the Irish Free State repre- 
sentative on the Health Council of the 
League of Nations. He is a Pro-Vice- 
Chancellor of the National University of Ire- 
land and has represented the University on 
the General Medical Council since 1921. Dr. 
Coffey, is also.a member of the Physiological 
and Scientific Society of Brussels and is 
chairman of the Irish Medical Council. Also 
he is a Chevalier of the Legion of Honour.

The set is a six- 
valve (ine. rect.) seven-stage superhet for 
A.C. mains, with seven tuned circuits. The 
wave range is from 16.5 to 5lm., 198 to 
560m. and 850 to 2,000m., and wave-change 
switching is by three Bush buttons. In 
addition a Bush button is provided to allow 
for the use of a gramophone, with six more 
for stations covering both medium and long- 
wave band.

On the normal broadcast and long-wave 
bands the performance is satisfactory, worth- 
while stations coming through with clarity 
and good selectivity, and the absence of in- 
terference between stations is particularly 
noticeable. This has been made possible by 
use of an efficient variable selectivity arrange 
ment. 

On the short-wave bands, over to which | 
changed by means of the button, a host 
of stations from all corners of the globe came 
through, and were logged and re-tuned with 
ease. Selectivity is severely tested on this 
band, but, on the whole, I think no fault can 
be found with the receiver on this score. 

I was pleased with the extremely simple 
arrangement for altering stations on the 
Bush buttons.

According to the 
Finnish News Service, two Russian 
divisions have been repulsed at Taipale, 
while the Germans, compromising, state 
that, whereas the Finns have repelled all 
Russian attacks, they have been compelled, 
nevertheless, to retire to ‘‘ second-line ”’ 
positions on all fronts, Where the reports 
are thus at variance, it is hard to tell 
what really is happening. It is certain, 
on the one hand, that the Finns are 
beginning to sink beneath the strain. 
There are so few of them in comparison 
with Russia’s inexhaustible supply of 
troops, and, magnificent fighters though 
they have shown themselves during the 
last three months, they are bound, sooner 
or later, to weary. On the other hand, 
the weather is turning again in their 
favour; the snows of late winter are 
beginning to fall, and the Russian tanks 
and heavy guns once again will find them- 
selves in difficulties. . Yet this advantage 
will not serve the Finns for any length 
of time, and within a month or so, the 
Russian numbers are certain to tell, unless 
help arrives from an-unexpected quarter. 
Finland’s cause threatens to create as 
many international complications as that 
of Spain created a few years ago. Her 
natural allies are Sweden, Norway and 
Denmark ; and there is no doubt that the 
sentiment of these countries is strongly on 
her side—if only because a Russian. 
occupation of Finland brings danger 
terribly close to Scandinavia. Many 
volunteers from Sweden and Norway have 
enlisted on the Finnish side; but within 
the past week further enlistments have 
been checked by statements from the 
Norwegian and Swedish Governments 
forbidding any open support of the 
Finns. : 
It remains to be seen whether the 
Scandinavian peoples will obey these 
edicts. No Government positively can 
prevent the enlistment of its nationals in 
the armies of other countries, and 
hundreds of Swedes and Norwegians are 
sure to slip across the borders and fight 
for Finland, in defiance of their rulers. 
Such conduct, however, is fraught with 
risk. Nobody knows the precise extent of 
the agreement between Russia and 
Germany.

Altmark and After 


Controversy continues to rage around 
the rescue of British prisoners from the

The fact is, of course, that 
there is no such thing as international law. 
In time of war the powerful belligerent 
respects international conventions just in 
so far as it suits him to respect them. 
Whenever national interests clash with 
international custom there rarely is any 
doubt as to the result, and the belligerent 
always is able to make a plausible case for 
his action. There never can have been a 
more glaring breach of international 
„law“ than Italy’s attack on Abyssinia; 
yet that has been forgotten now. Russia’s 
invasion of Finland was just as bad; but 
none of the big Powers has taken any 
official notice of it, and Russia is regarded 
officially as a neutral.“ In all the 
circumstances Mr. Winston Churchill’s 
order to the commander of H.M.S. Cossack 
to rescue the three hundred British sedmen 
who were incarcerated in the Altmark was 
a minor incident, hut it has created a 
regular furore in Norway, where Great 
Britain is being accused of a gross breach 
of Norwegian neutrality. The facts are, 
of course, that, if the British sailors had 
not been rescued in the Josing Fjord, they 
would have been in a German concentra- 
tion camp by this time, although they 
were civiliahs, who, according to all the 
so-called rules of civilised warfare, ought 
not to be prisoners at all. In his state- 
ment to the House of Commons on Tuesday 
the British Prime Minister based his case 
on the allegation that the Norwegian 
authorities had failed in their duty as 
neutrals.. It seems now that the earlier 
reports were inaccurate, and that the 
Altmark was not taken into the port of 
Bergen to be searched. The Norwegians 
argue that this vessel was a German war- 
ship, or, at least,.a ship that belonged to 
the German Reich, and that, therefore, 
they had no right to search her, but were 
bound to give her protection inside 
Norway’s territorial waters for a certain 
space of time. They declare that they 
knew nothing of the presence on board of 
some three hundred British civilians, and 
protest most vehemently that the action 
of H. M. S. Cossack was entirely unjusti- 
fied. There, for the moment, the matter 
must rest. The British. Government takes 
the view that its first duty was to the men 
who were held as prisoners by the captain 
of the Altmark; Mr. Neville Chamberlain 
made it quite clear on Tuesday that in 
like circumstances precisely the same thing 
would happen to-morrow, and there is not 
the smallest doubt that his attitude has 
the warm support of the vast majority of 
citizens of the British Empire. For 
ourselves, we have the deepest sympathy 
with the neutrals’; but it would be merely 
foolish to close one’s eyes to facts. This 
war is not a game of cricket. It is a 
thoroughly dirty business, in which the 
only sanction is that of brute force. Two 
great groups of Powers are at «loath grips, 
and woe betide the small nation that 
happens to get in their way. Norway has 
been peculiarly unfortunate in the case 
of the Altmark, inasmuch as she has 
contrived to annoy both Germany and 
Great Britain; but that is part of the 
price that must be paid for neutrality. 
It is quite certain that both the Germans 
and the British violated Norwegian 
neutrality last week; it also is quite 
certain that they both would violate it 
again to-morrow morning in like circum- 
stances, and that their lawyers would 
justify their deeds entirely to their own 
satisfaction. In a war between Great 
Powers small States have no rights beyond 
those which the belligerents are prepared 
to concede to them. Technically, it must 
be remembered, Finland still. is a neutral 
country. 


The Orthopedic Hospital 
Over sixty years ago Dr. Swan, that 
eminent and great-hearted Dublin surgeon, 
cpened a small hospital in the city for the 
treatment of crippled children. It was 
called the Orthopedic Hospital of Ireland, 
and since that time, in its limited way, 
it has been doing work of surpassing 
charity and value for thousands of afflicted 
children, The hospital came into existence 
at.a period when poverty and destitution 
lay liké weals on this country, and, as the 
inevitable result of bad food—and not 
much of it—of miserable housing condi- 
tions, and of wide unemployment, the 
children were the first to suffer. Crippled 
children were a common sight in the 
Dublin of those days. They suffered. from 
diseases of the spine, rickets, bone 
deformities and various other weaknesses 
that were the outcome of malnutrition. 
Such evils as poverty, unemployment and 
hunger are too formidable for the doctor 
to tackle, but he can alleviate sometimes 


evil roots, It was to that Christian pur- 
ipose that Dr. Swan and his small body 
of assistants set themselves some sixty 
years ago. In 1940 the work is still going’

Shortage of money, of course, is the cause ; 
but one would have thought that such a 
hospital as this, with its long récord of 
public service, would have been treated 
more kindly by those who control the 
State hospital funds. Now the lease of the 
Merrion street premises is about to expire. 
The house, we understand, is required by 
the Government; and the governors are 
faced’ with the. choice between closing 
down and. 4ránsferring their hospital else- 
where, Yet where will they find a place 
suitably convenient to the city—and where 
is the money to be found? We draw the 
attention of readers to the hospital’s 
report which appears elsewhere, and which 
speaks for itself. ' Having read it, we 
would urge them—as the State refuses— 
to give what support they can to this most 
worthy and valuable institution.. With 
unemployment and poverty again so rife 
in the country, the necessity for this 
special orthopedic hospital may be greater 
than ever—and it must not die.

Music Hath Charms 

The latest news from Cove—apart from 
an utterly unfounded report ‘that the 
Muirchu, the Clan Rannach and two of 
our new torpedo boats had been eugaged 
in fleet exercises off Spike Island 
concerns the Choral Union’s refusal to 
apologise to the Urban Council. From the 
meagre details available, we gather that 
the choristers insisted on continuing their 
rehearsal for a performance of “ The 
Pirates of Penzance’’ while the local 
legislators were endeavouring to wrestle 
with affairs of State in an adjoining room 
of the Town Hall. Anybody who has tried 
to wrestle with affairs of State knows 
what a worrying business it can be, and 
can understand how the councillors became 
peeved when the pirates’ songs prevented 
them from hearing how thé rates collection 
was going and about vital matters of that 
sort. The Council asked the Choral 
Union to apologise, and the Choral Union, 
by a four to one majority, refused to do 
anything of the kind. It is difficult at 
any time to get an apology from vocalists, 
even when the audience is unanimous, as 
appears to have been the case with the 
Urban Council. Instrumentalists are 
even more stubborn. The result is that 
the primal urge bubbles up in the breasts 
of the more unsophisticated sufferers, and 
protests are registered with vintage eggs 
and decaying vegetables. This method of 
expressing disapproval, though it might 
afford welcome vent for their pent-up 
emotions, could not be adopted, of course, 
by an eminently respectable body of 
citizens like the Cove Urban Council ; and, 
now that their demand for an apology has 
been rejected, we do not know what they 
can do about it. Not having seen the 
demand for an apology, we cannot express 
an opinion as to its wording; but the 
occasion appears to have been one for the 
adroit use of the language of diplomacy. 
We feel that it might have been better if, 
after expressing the rapturous delight 
with which the councillors had listened to 
the bursts of melody from the next room, 
they had gone on to say that they were so 
carried away on wings of song that they 
nearly put another tuppence on the rates. 
The Union then would apelogise hurriedly 
without being asked, and promise not to 
do it again. Thus harmony would be 
restored—in fact, the less harmony there 
was the more harmony there would be. 
After all, things seldom are so bad that 
they might not be worse. There was, for 
example, the case of the ceiling that 
crashed upon the heads of a Western 
Council during the spirited performance of 
a hornpipe by the Irish dance class in the 
room overhead. Instead of enjoying what 
we are sure was an excellent performance 
of Gilbert and Sullivan, the Cove Council 
might have had in the next room a nest 
of crooners, or a ceilidhe band which had 
been strengthened by the addition of a 
few saxophones, bassoons and oboes.

In a leading article to-day The Times 
says:—For the first part of the Pensions 
Bill, which received a second reading in 
the House of Commons yesterday, approval 
is unanimous. Also unanimous is the 
satisfaction that even in days of war, 
when military expenditure is mounting to 
astronomical figures, this country is able 
to augment its social defences by making 
better provision for the aged. Not 
unanimous, and challenged by the 
Opposition in Parliament, is the conten- 
tiun on which Part 2 of the bill rests— 
that in time of war, when the financial 
strain is severe, and may well become 
acute, the additional provision for age 
shall be related in each case to an ascer- 
tainment of need. Especially to the 
household character of the needs inquiry 
does the Labour Party raise objection. 
The case could scarcely have been stated 
more persussively than by Mr. George 
Hall on Tuesday. He spoke with 
restraint, and yet with a conviction of 
sympathy for old people who, for an in- 
crease of the ordinary pension, will have 
to make an 8 and subject them- 
selves and—if they belose to a larger 
household—those also with whom they live 
to a disclosure of resources and then to an 
assessment of need. Though Mr. Elliot 
made the point quite clear in his speech, 
the Opposition did not fully appreciate 
the differenc> between a contributory and 
a non-contributory pension in res of 
the beneficiary’s title: The contributory 
pension is, of course, payable at the pre- 
scribed age, whatever the position of the 
beneficiary. Ee may have considerable 
other means. He may remain in employ- 
ment, and no questions are asked. A 

ion at sixty-five years of age is an 
insured man’s Statutory right, and so it 
wom ae The bill lowers the woman’s 
pensionable a to sixty. When an 
addition is. máde to a pension above 
what the contributory scheme allows, then 
the supplement, being non-contributory, is 
to be subject to a condition. A means 
test for non-contributory pensions, the 
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: E Dominions are giving Strong 
support to British financial policy, 
Their co-operation has had a very interest. 
ing effect in Australia, where it has given 
rise to an industrial boom. Britain takes 
the greater part of Australia’s exportable 
raw materials, with. the result tha;

Commonwealth consist almost entirely oí 
sterling paid over by Britain for woo! and 
other materials. In peace-time Australia 
normally imported large quantities of 
IS from Japan and elsewhere, but the 
ommonwealth now restricts imports, since 
the use of her available sterling would 
undermine the British policy of conserving 
for purchases of essential goody. 
Australia, therefore, has raised barricrs 
against many types of imported goods, 
and industrial companies once struggling 
to meet foreign competition now find them. 
selves inundated with orders.

Suggested Compulsory Saving 


Professor Keynes, who advocates com.

Details 
of his complete scheme will be published 
shortly afterwards in a booklet. Professor 
Keynes proposes, as part of his enforced 
savings scheme, that there should le 
universal family allowances, the building 
up of working-class savings under working: 
class control, a cheap rationing of neces- 
sary foods, and a capital levy after the 
war. In the meantime voluntary savings 
are bringing in nearly as much as any 
compulsory scheme suggested by Professor 
Keynes would do, and every week sces a 
big addition to the number of War Savings 
Associations. 


Economic Warfare 


The success achieved in certain neuiral 
countries by representatives of the British 
Ministry of Economic Warfare is belicvel 
to have been greater than has been 
announced. Satisfactory arrangements 
have been made for delivering supplies io 
Great Britain, in spite of the efforts xi 
foreign delegates. Lack of foreign cx- 
change has proved a severe han 
cap to these representatives in countries 
which are not in a financial position to 
give long-term credits. In Norway there 
has been a severe tussle between British 
and other representatives, while in the 
Balkan countries there has been marke 
activity. The majority of the arrange. 
ments concluded relate to specific goods, 
and are not of a general commercial 
character, several countries having no 
desire to side openly with the bellizerent 
Powers in economic matters. 


Dearer Tobacco and Cigarettes 


Higher prices for tobacco and cigarette:

THE BOMBING OF PAJALA 


The Swedish Minister in Moscow was 
last night ordered to make a vigorous pro- 
test to the Kremlin against the bombing 
of the North Swedish town of Pajala by 
seven Soviet planes during the day, states 
the Associated Press. 

Thirty-four explosive and at least 100 
incendiary bombs were stated to have been 
dropped on the centre of the town, de- 
molishing an apartment house and two 
farmhouses, and burning many other 
buildings.

Stoppage of the export of certain 
petroleum products was semi-officially ex- 
plained as necessary for increasing the 
country’s own reserves against war-time 
emergency. 

Nevertheless, the decree (which reverses 
arrangements made with Dr. Clodius, the 
German Trade Ambassador, under which 
Rumania agreed to increase her shipments 
of aviation spirit, providing only that 
extra export taxes were paid) was stated 
to have followed from renewed pressure 
by Great Britain and France in Bucharest. 

It was reported that Rumania’s latest 
promises not to favour Germany have 
resulted in Britain resuming shipments of 
iron ore and arms to Rumania. 

Nearly all exports from the Allies to 
Rumania had dropped sharply when 
Rumania promised in January to ship 30 
per.cent. of her annual oil production to 
the Reich, | 

While making sure of her own oil 
reserves, Rumania to-night sent orders to 
Consulates abroad notifying men born in 
1921 that they must return to Rumania 
for service with the army, which now 
stands at about 1,400,000. 

An additional 200,000 men will be called 
to the Colours on March 1st—the start of 
the month which many believe will bring 
new perils to this corner of Europe.

AT SEA 


NORWEGIAN SEAMEN 
REACH IRELAND 


E LEVEN survivors of the Nor- 
wegian ship Steinstad (4,000 
tons), which was torpedoed last 
week, have landed, in an exhausted 
condition, on the North-West Irish 
coast. There were v “NEIL twenty- 
four of a crew on board. 

The Steinstad was taking a cargo 
of ore from Turkey to Norway. 

In an interview, Gustav Syenningsen, 
steward of the vessel, said that they were 
fifty miles west of the Eire coast on 
Thursday last when a German submarine 
fired two shots across their bows and 
ordered the crew into the two boats. They 
had only got clear when an -explosion 
occurred. Their vessel sank — arr“ 

One lifeboat, he continued, had an eight 
horse-power engine. The skipper took 
charge of the engined boat and the mate 
commanded the second, taking twelve of 
the crew in each boat. They secured the 
‘boats by a hawser, and they went in an 
easterly direction. 


BROKEN HAWSER 


That evening a fierce storm arose and 
Since then they had 
not seen or heard of the mate’s boat. The 
sea became so furious that they had to stop 
their engine and row the boat. The captain 
and one of the crew was washed overboard 
by huge waves, which broke their mast. 
They succeeded in taking the man aboard, 
but were unable to rescue the captain. 

Their provisions, he said, consisted of a 
few pieces of dry bread. The submarine 
commander gave theh no help. A Garda 
superintendent and sergeant visited the 
survivors, who were in a pitiable ‘state, 
and are now being cared for by a local 
doctor while arrangements are being made 
for their transfer.

„This letter has been in our hands for 
some time, and we have taken great care 
to verify its authenticity, said the 
announcer. 

Captain Langsdorff was quoted as say- 
ing: “ Before we left for the Southern 
Atlantic I was summoned to see Hitler. 
Hitler began the conversation with the 
command to scuttle the Graf von Spee 
should she encounter superior enemy 
forces. I replied: ‘The Graf Spee will 
maintain the honour of the German Navy. 
I will not scuttle her.’ 

“ Whereupon the Fuehrer shouted: ‘My 
honour is the honour of the German 
Navy.“. 

Strenuous efforts were made to jam the 
Freedom Station during the whole of the 
broadcast. When the announcer reached 
the statement attributed to Hitler he 
became inaudible. A few moments later 
the Freedom Station was able again to 
overcome the interference, and the 
announcer was heard continuing the read- 
ing of the letter thus: 

“I have no choice but to yield to the 
command of the Fuehrer and then com- 
mit suicide. I pray to God that He may 
free my country from the Nazi plague.”’ 

The letter ended “ Hoch, Deutschland— 
LANGSDORF.’” .

It then flew 
towards the Silicia and was greeted with 
a burst of gunfire. 

Foiled of his intended victim, the German 


returned to the Salacon, but the crew had 


taken cover, and, although she was sub- 
jected to more machine-gun fire, nobody 
was hurt. 

Another trawler on Tuesday did not 
come out so well; for she returned to an 
East British coast port with three of her 
crew wounded by machine-gun fire—the 
captain, who had been hit while on the 
bridge, and the mate and another man, 
struck while in the wheel-house.

ORK Corporation to-night adjourned 
C until Tuesday week the striking of a 
proposed rate of 25s. in the £ owing 
to a supplemental report issued by the City 
Manager, which provided for an extra £14,000 
over the estimates submitted. 
The Lord Mayor (Mr. J. Hickey, T.D.), 
who presided, said that the net loan indebted- 
ness of the Corporation for the year ending 
March, 1930, was £1,372,107, which was 
£114,360 more than the 1938 financial year. 
“The most disturbing fact to me,” he said, 
is the increase in our city debt, which is 
£17 per head of the population. This is not 
to be wondered at when we realise that for a 
number of years we are borrowing ourselves 
into debt.” He said that out of the £249,930 
raised from the rates a sum of £98,516 was 
paid for the maintenance of public institu- 
tions, unemployment and home assistance, in 
the expenditure of which the Corporation had 
no direct responsibility. 

On the question of housing, the Lord Mayor 
said that the most formidable impediment to 
building was the attitude of those who con- 
trolled the money and credit of this country, 
which was so much in evidence last year, 
when they could not get money at 4 per cent. 
to build houses, and which they were now 
unable to get at less than 54 per cent. 


AN ONEROUS CHARGE 


To-night the City Manager, Mr. P. 
Monahan, estimated the municipal rates for 
the coming year at 25s, in the £1—the same 
as at present. A substantial redustion, 
states the report. would have been possible 
if it were not for the conditions created by 
the war. ; 

“ Some reduction is evidently desirable, for 
rates and taxes are proving a very onerous 
charge upon our houses. No less than 3s, 6d. 
per week has to be provided to meet rates 
and taxes on each house now being built, and 
this charge —＋ militates against, the 
proper housing of the poor, and is a very 
formidable impediment to the building trade. 

It would, nevertheless, be unwise to re- 
duce the rate now proposed. The figures on 
which it was calculated were prepared with 
necessarily little knowledge of the probable 
course of prices during the coming year, and 
should prices vary in an upward direction it 
may be necessary to curtail the programme of 
work now outlined.” 

Discussing the question of increased wages, 

the report says: ‘‘For the purpose of this 
estimate it has been assumed that neither 
salaries nor wages will be increased during 
the year. While there has been an increase 
in the cost of living, there appears to be a 
considerable volume of opinion in favour of 
price control, and hostile to what is now 
called the spiral climb of cost of living, wages 
and salaries.’’ 
During the last war, when the cost of 
living was much higher than it is at present, 
this rate of wages was not exceeded. There 
has been no general increase in the level of 
wages paid in the city, and in the absence of 
such general increase in local wages, it 
appears that the Corporation cannot legally 
pay to its employés a higher wage.” 


RAILWAY DEMAND 


In a supplemental report, he stated that 
since submitting the estimate two unofficial 
unexpected demands had arisen. These were 
the demand of the G.S.R. for £8,344 refund 
of rates and £6,000 over and above the Cor- 
poration’s annual contribution to the Unem- 
ployment Assistance Fund. 

It was agreed that further information on 
these matters should be sought before strik- 
ing the rate.

FLOUR PRICES 


From time to time statements have appeared 
in the Press and elsewhere comparing the 

rice of flour in England with that current in 
Fire. In this connection the statement made 
by Sir John Simon, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer in England, may help to clear up 
certain misconceptions.

CATHOLIC SOCIAL WEEK 
LECTURE 


Vocational organisation was not, of its 
nature, bound up with any particular form 
of government, said the Rev. C. Lucey, M.A., 
D.D., Ph.D., when speaking at a Catholic 
Social Week lecture on This Vocational 
Organisation” in the Mansion House, Dublin, 
last night. 

Vocational organisation had not made 
greater progress because it had been mis- 
understood. Vocational councils did not 
make trade unions and employers’ federations 
superfluous; it emphasised the fact that 
they had interests in common as well as 
conflicting interests. 

What attempts there had been made so 
far to introduce a corporative régime had 
been made by the dictators, because 
democratic peoples preferred vocationalism 
by voluntary association to a State-im 
system. It took time to educate workers and 
employers, politicians, and the public, to he 
vocational idea. any people suspected 
vocationalism, because they disliked Fascism. 
The Italian Fascist corporations represen 
the Government primarily and the occupations 
only secondarily. They were, therefore, the 
machinery of a true vocational system put 
to perve use.
